Shock at plans 
to demolish 
livestock market 


THE Vale Council 
has announced 
plans to demolish 
the Cowbridge 
Livestock Market 
and to create a 
new car park for 
the town on the 
existing market 
area. 

An “events spaee” 
has been suggested as 
part of the plan, whieh 
is subject to a feasibility 
study. 

The GEM under¬ 
stands that the improved 
parking area will apply 
to the existing uneven 
surface, and the new 
space created by demol¬ 
ishing the livestock 
market buildings. 

However, the council 
has said that the market 
will close in March 
2020, when its lease 
runs out. 

There have been pro¬ 
tests from the Farmers 
Union of Wales (FUW) 
and regional AM 
Andrew RT Davies, 
who both argue that a 
new site for the market 


must be found near to 
Cowbridge. 

A sum of £65,000 has 
been made available to 
fond site surveys and 
feasibility work over 
the course of the next 
year. 

Cllr Lis Burnett, 
Deputy Leader and 
cabinet member for 
education and regenera¬ 
tion, said: “The Charter 
Trust’s work to restore 
the town wall is really 
changing the feel of this 
part of the town and 
gives us a real opportu¬ 
nity to establish a focal 
point for visitors. This 
is what the car park 


and event space would 
provide. 

“The lack of town 
centre parking has 
long been an issue in 
Cowbridge. Plans are 
already in place to 
lay a temporary stone 
surface to provide 
parking alongside the 
town wall. There is, 
however, an opportu¬ 
nity to go further and 
give Cowbridge the 
infrastructure it needs 
to be a first-class desti¬ 
nation for shoppers and 
tourists.

Still no joined up th in ki n g 
to planning for the Vale 


I T is now almost 10 
years since I first 
wrote expressing con¬ 
cern about the volume of 
house building in Barry, 
and our neighbouring 
communities, together 
with a lack of investment 
in our infrastructure to 
support such expansion. 

The council responded to 
my concerns on their Local 
Development Plan (LDP) in a 
cabinet report, page 445 of the 
3,386-paged Appendix 2. Their 
response was that infrastmcture 
is ‘not considered to be a key 
constraining factor’. 

The town’s infrastmcture 
consists of many elements 
including: schools, churches, 
open space, leisure outlets and 
public health facilities, but I 


want to once again to express 
my concern about our main 
highways. 

In 2009, a transport 
assessment for the Waterfront 
development said that junctions 
on our roads were forecast to be 
over capacity and that was well 
before the implications of the 
LDP proposals were known. 

Barry junctions included: 
Biglis Roundabout; Port Road/ 
Barry Docks Link Road; Port 
Road roundabouts; Palmerston 
Road/Cardiff Road; Wimbome 
Road/Ffordd Y Mileniwm; 
Weycock Cross; Morrisons, and 
Gladstone Road Bridge. 

The council also prepared a 
highway impact assessment for 
the development plan in 2013 
and that reached a very similar 
conclusion. The community 
will be able to judge what 


impact that knowledge has had 
on those in power. 

It is quite easy to subscribe 
to the politically correct 
solution of getting cars off the 
road, but that firstly requires 
an integrated public transport 
system as an incentive, with 
fewer sound bites and artist’s 
impressions from the decision 
takers. 

An equitable distribution of 
house building offering more 
choice to owners and tenants 
also seems to be beyond the 
capability of our planning 
system.

The Vale needs 
to be efficient in 
its recycling 


Rural economy 
needs Cowbridge 
livestock market 


IN his article on 
Page 8 of last 
week’s GEM, Cllr 
Neil Moore, the 
Leader of the Vale 
Council, refers to 
the new recycling 
waste collection 
arrangements. 

He says: ‘The Vale 
has always had very high 
rates of recycling, with 
nearly 2/3 of our waste 
being recycled’. I have 
often wondered what 
exactly happens to our 
recycling. 

A report to the Vale 
Council Community 
Liaison Committee on 
March 26, 2019, showed 
that 40 per cent of the 
mixed recycling was 
paper and of that, 80 
per cent was exported 
to India and Indonesia. 
I have been told that the 
reason is that there is not 
sufficient demand in the 
UK for the poor quality 


waste paper generated by 
mixed recycling. 

I believe the Vale 
Council is far from alone 
in this but in my view it 
is wrong that we should 
be exporting our waste. 
I have been told that 
the new arrangements, 
starting in Cowbridge in 
October, will mean that 
exporting of waste paper 
can be stopped. This, 
apparently, should hap¬ 
pen within a year once 
the new system has been 
rolled out. 

The report to which I 
referred is available on

Vale knife crime drive 
- Operation Populus - 
will be focused on Barry 


A drive against 
knife crime - enti¬ 
tled Operation 
Populus - was 
launched on July 
25 to tackle knife 
crime in Barry, with 
officers targeting 
people who carry 
knives in the area. 

A spokesperson for 
South Wales Police 
said: “This comes 

under the banner of Op 
Sceptre - the national 
policing response to 
tackle knife crime. 

“Knife crime remains 
rare for the vast major¬ 
ity of our communities, 
but it has risen across 
south Wales, along 
with the rest of the UK. 

“Officers carried out a 
number of stop searches 
in Barry on July 25 and 
a 22-year-old Cardiff 
man was stopped by 
officers in Thompson 
Street, thanks to infor¬ 
mation from a member 
of the public. He was 
arrested on suspicion of 
possession with intent to 
supply a class C drug 
and has been released 
under investigation.” 

The operation will 
run all summer and will 
include the use of facial 
recognition technology 
alongside uniformed 



a public place in Barry, 
and to patrol areas where 
there are community 
concerns. Kn ives have 
no place in our commu¬ 
nities and we urge those 
thinking of arming them¬ 
selves to think about the 
tragic consequences.

IT’S time to take 
farm safety seri¬ 
ously: the latest 
death toll makes the 
industry the most 
dangerous in the 
UK and it is not a 
record to be proud 
of, writes Rachel 
Sunders of the 
Glamorgan FUW 
(pictured right). 

This year’s figures 
from the Health and 
Safety Executive show 
that farming, forestry 
and fishing have just 
leap-frogged over the 
construction indus¬ 
try in the number of 
deaths while working. 

Agriculture and for¬ 
estry come out worst, 
with a rate of injury some 
18 times and 17 times 
as high as the average 
across all industries. 

The rate is higher for 
self-employed workers: 
32 people have lost their 
lives working on British 
farms over the last 12 
months. But what can 
we do about it? The 
most common causes 
of death are: transport - 
being struck by moving 
vehicles; being hit by a 
moving or falling object, 
eg bales, trees etc; falls 
from height; asphyx¬ 
iation or drowning; 
contact with machinery; 
injury by animal; being 
trapped by something 


collapsing or overturn¬ 
ing; contact with elec¬ 
tricity, mainly involving 
overhead power lines. 

Top of the list of dan¬ 
gers are farm vehicles, 
from ATVs to Land 
Rovers and telehandlers. 

It’s easier said than 
done, especially on a 
busy farm where there 
is never enough time to 
sit back, but planning the 
job - whatever that may 
be - could be a life-saver. 

Even slopes can be 
problematic - depending 
on how well you know 
your farm, gradients 
can still catch you out: 
rain can be a killer 
because of lack of grip. 
Tree stumps and rocks, 
especially when hidden 
by vegetation, might 
just take the vehicle 
sump off, but could 
also knock the vehicle 
sideways, potentially 
overturning it. Using 
rear mounted spread¬ 
ers, the load decreases 
during spreading and 
reduces rear wheel 
grip, with potentially 
serious consequences. 

Then there is the 
vehicle itself: it should 
be regularly serviced, 
properly maintained and 
any defective part should 
be replaced. How many 
farms manage to keep on 
top of that? But this lack 
of attention to detail is 
dangerous and we should 
at least make sure that 



tractors and machines are 
properly equipped and 
maintained, especially 
brakes, steering and tyres. 

If the worst does hap¬ 
pen, and a tractor or vehi¬ 
cle goes out of control. 


that 10-minute check 
in the morning before 
starting work will be 
worth its weight in gold 
compared to a morning 
in casualty and exten¬ 
sive, expensive repairs!

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THIS week, the Vale of Glamorgan 
Council declared a climate emergency at 
their full council meeting joining other 
county, town and community councils in 
taking this action cross Wales. 

This follows the declaration of a climate emer¬ 
gency by the Welsh Government in April with the 
National Assembly for Wales becoming the first 
Parliament in the world to vote in support of such 
a declaration. 

These actions have been welcomed by con¬ 
stituents from local groups like Barry Action for 
Nature who recently presented me with a ‘Nature 
Extinction Emergency’ message of their own, 
calling on politicians ‘to heed this stark warning 
and work together in order to put the protection of 
our planet’s biodiversity at the heart of all policy 
making.’ 

I believe it is our duty and responsibility to 
respond to this call for action and follow the 
recommendation of the Committee on Climate 
Change that governments adopt their advice 
for a 95 per cent emission reduction by 2050. 

The Welsh Government accepted this and has 
committed to going further and achieving net zero 
emissions no later than 2050. 

This is Wales’ fair contribution to the UK’s 
commitment under the Paris Agreement. 

Our Minister for the Environment, Lesley 
Griffiths AM, will bring forward legislation to 
adopt this 95 per cent carbon reduction target 
and all Ministers are now reviewing policies and 
action in line with ‘Prosperity for All: A Low 
Carbon Wales’ published in March containing 
sector-by-sector emissions profiles and 100 
policies and proposals from our first carbon 
budget. Find out more here: https://gov.wales/ 
pro sperity- all- low- carbon-wale s 

The Minister updated the Assembly in June 
reporting that carbon emissions were 25 per cent 
lower in 2017 compared to 1990 and identifying 
that Wales already generates electricity from 
renewable sources equivalent to 48 per net of our 
total consumption. 

A Climate Just Advisory Group will advise the 
Welsh Government on the transition away from a 
fossil-fuel based economy. 

I believe our citizens, communities, schools, 
businesses and local authorities can play a major 
part in taking us forward with local action and

ideas to achieve well-being and sustainable envi¬ 
ronments in Wales. Many people have welcomed 
the change in management of our local environment 
with wildflowers and grasses allowed to grow 
in open and public spaces and woodland areas 
protected across the Vale. 

As well as refreshing our Woodlands Strategy, 
the First Minister has committed to creating a new 
National Forest for Wales and funding is available 
for planting trees in areas which continue to be 
grazed. As we approach the Vale Agricultural 
Show I look forward to discussing sustainable land 
management issues with our farming community. 

I hope people will read our Low Carbon Plan 
and take part in local initiatives to tackle climate 
change as well as hold us to account for the roles 
and responsibilities we have in government locally 
and nationally to make this happen.

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Laurence Brophy (87) cycles 
874 mUes for Llamau! 



Laurence Brophy from Pencoed isn’t slowing down any time soon. 


ON June 17, 
Laurence Brophy 
began his epic 874- 
mile adventure 
from Lands End 
to John O’Groats. 

The 87-year-old from 
Pencoed set himself the 
challenge last year but 
unfortunately had to 
withdraw, after being 
struck by an infection 
600-miles in. This year 
was to be the year 
Laurence completed 
the journey, joining the 
87 club alongside keen 
cyclist Donald Wells, 
who successfully made 
the trip the year before. 

Laurence may well 
hold the record for the 
oldest person to com¬ 
plete this challenge but 
humbly told us he’s not 
interested in finding out 
whether he’s older than 
Mr Wells. He said: “It 
really doesn’t matter 
who holds the record. 
What does matter is that 
we’ve both successfully 
completed the journey 
at 87, so we share 
something special. 
Although I definitely 
hold the record for the 
fastest 87-year-old to 
complete the ride.” 

Laurence completed 


the challenge in 15 
days, sleeping rough on 
roadsides and in public 
parks and gardens for 
11 nights along the 
way. 

He said: “I wanted to 
put myself in the shoes 
of a homeless person 
so I slept rough almost 
every night. Some 
nights when it rained 
it was harder than oth¬ 
ers. One night in Loch 
Lomond, I slept next to 
a road under construc¬ 
tion, which made it very 
noisy and hard to sleep. 
I remained conscious, 
however; unlike some¬ 
one on the streets, I had 
money in my pocket 
and a destination to 
cycle to the next day. 
Sadly, homeless people 
have none of those 
luxuries.” 

Through his efforts, 
Laurence raised over 
£1,000 for Llamau. “I 
have a personal con¬ 
nection because of my 
daughter and son-in-law 
plus my other daugh¬ 
ter supports young 
people with learning 
disabilities so we’ve 
always been a family 
that help others. I’m 
thrilled to have raised 


so much and would like 
to thank everyone who 
donated.” 

So what’s next for 
Laurie? We asked 
whether he’s ready 
to rest on his laurels 
for a while. Having 
completed the London 
marathon three times 
and the gruelling 
ultra-marathon Racing 
the Planet, it wouldn’t 
hurt to take some time 
off, right? 

“My 88th year will 
see me do the Three 
Peaks Challenge again 
as well as the Tour 


of Great Britain route 
on my bike, which’ll 
include the Lands End 
to John O’Groats route 
and I’ll end the year by 
walking the 110 mile 
Taff Trail (start to finish 
and return). I’ve done 
that in 58 hours and 
15 minutes before, so 
that’s the time to beat.” 

Laurence’s advice 
to anyone considering 
taking up the Lands 
End to John O’Groats 
challenge? 

“You have to be a 
certain type of crazy 
to try, but you should 


always be curious about 
what you can achieve. If 
you try it, do it because 
you want to. It’ll get 
you through the tough 
times.” 

Laurence would like 
to thank Off Beat Bikes 
(Fort William) and Lack 
Isle Berries Bunkhouse 
of Tore (North of 
Inverness) for the kind¬ 
ness they showed him 
and his bike during his 
challenge. 

Laurence also 
cycled to support Cwm 
Academy Football 
Club. 


Sky Notes looks 
to the heavens 


THE Plough lies 
about halfway 
down from over¬ 
head towards the 
north-western 
horizon, and the 
two pointers show 
the way to our Pole 
Star, which you will 
find about halfway 
down towards the 
northern horizon. 

If you now cast your 
gaze almost overhead, 
you will see a much 
brighter star than 
Polaris. 

This is Vega, and the 
brightest star in the con¬ 
stellation of Lyra. Vega 
is blueish and only 
two other stars in the 
northern hemisphere 
appear brighter: Sirius 
and Arcturus. 

One reason for this 
is that it is quite close, 
being only around 25 
light years away. It is 
also believed to have at 
least one planet. 

Because of its bright¬ 
ness, it was the first 
star to be photographed 
and have its spectrum 
recorded. 

A star’s spectrum can 
tell us, amongst other 
things, if a particular 
chemical element 
is present and its 


abundance. 

Vega’s other claim 
to fame is way back 
in around 12,000BC, 
it was our pole star 
and sometime around 
14,000AD it will 
once again have that 
distinction. 

Both Jupiter and 
Saturn dominate the 
southern sky and should 
be unmistakable. 
However, they will be 
low down, close to the 
horizon. 

Use a pair of binoc¬ 
ulars on August 9 to 
see Jupiter close by the 
red star Antares (also 
known as the rival of 
Mars), because of its 
reddish hue and the 
Moon will guide you to 
Saturn, as it lies either 
side of the planet on 
the nights of August 11 
and 12. 

This month also her¬ 
alds the return of the 
annual meteor shower 
known as the Perseids. 

So-called ‘shooting 
stars’ from this shower 
can be seen from late 
July to about August 
24. 

However, the night 
of maximum (when 
most meteors are seen 
in a short space of time) 
is the 13th. 

Unfortunately, the 


Moon is full on the 15th 
of the month and its 
glare will spoil things 
a little. 

I am afraid the best 
time of night is after the 
Moon sets, around Sam. 

Obviously, to see 
fainter meteors we need 
the sky to be dark as 
possible but the brighter 
meteors will be seen 
even with the Moon up. 
Just try and watch from 
somewhere in your 
garden where the Moon 
can be hidden behind a 
house or tree. 

You do not require 
a telescope, just wrap 
up warm, lie down on a 
garden recliner or sim¬ 
ilar and watch the sky. 

Any part of your sky 
will do, and if you can 
see Vega, this will be 
ideal.

HOMEOWNERS 
have been warned 
against the dangers 
of Japanese knot- 
weed and offered 
five tips on how 
to identify it this 
summer. 

Garden gurus from 
GardeningExpr e ss.co.uk 
have revealed the tell-tale 
signs of the destructive 
weed so Brits can protect 
their homes and gardens. 

Listed by the World 
Conservation Union as 
one of the world’s worst 
invasive species, the 
weed’s root system and 
rapid growth can damage 
concrete foundations, 
buildings, roads and 
paving. 

Some UK homeowners 
have even been unable to 
sell their homes because 
of evidence of knotweed 
on the property. 

Chris Bonnett from 
GardeningExpress.co.uk 
said: “Just going from 
its appearance, Japanese 


Knotweed is the kind of 
thing you might welcome 
in your hedgerow. 

“To some, it can look 
quite attractive with its 
creamy white flowers 
and heart shaped leaves 
- but before you know 
it, it’s taken hold and is 
eating through the walls 
of your house. 

“Japanese knotweed is 
so invasive that it can 
grow by a metre a month 
and can cause damage to 
your home - but the trou¬ 
ble is it can very easily be 
mistaken for a shrub by a 
novice gardener. These 
tips should help 

“Brits identify this 
pesky plant, but if you’re 
still not sure, check 
online or ask an experi¬ 
enced gardener.” 

Red shoots: New 
shoots will start to 
emerge in the spring - 
these are red/purple and 
can look a bit like aspar¬ 
agus spears. 

“The leaves are nor¬ 
mally rolled up and dark 
green or red in colour. 


Leaves: As the leaves 
start to spread out, they’ll 
become a vibrant green 
colour and heart/shovel 
shaped with a point at 
the tip. 

Some can be as big 
as 20cm across and they 
grow staggered at the 
stem. 

Flowers: In late sum¬ 
mer and early autumn, 
small clusters of white/ 
cream flowers will 
appear. 

The clusters grow to 
approximately 0.5cm 
wide but up to 10cm 
long. 

The leaves will still be 
apparent and along with 
the flowers, it will create 
a dense foliage. 

Stems: The stems 
are mostly hollow and 
bamboo like, with nodes 
and purple speckles. The 
general growth habit 
has a distinctive zigzag 
appearance. 

Stems can also grow 
up to three metres tall. 
In the winter, the stems 
become brittle. 


Roots/rhizome: The 

rhizomes are the under¬ 
ground part of the weed. 
If fresh, they will snap 
easily. 

The outside is dark 
brown, and the inside is 
usually an orange/dark 
yellow colour. 

The Japanese knot- 
weed rhizome system can 
grow to depths of two 
metres and can extend up 
to seven metres horizon¬ 
tally from the plant. 

As little as 0.7g of 
rhizome can give rise to 
a new plant - which is 
one of the reasons this 
weed can become such a 
nuisance.

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parking charges was defeated at the Vale Council’s full 
meeting on Monday evening. 

It left the Conservative group fuming and accusing Labour coun¬ 
cillors of hypocrisy - and the ruling coalition group explaining that a 
system proposed by the previous council administration was not on the 
table anymore, but some “sensible” charging might be. 

The Conservative motion invited councillors to scrap proposed 
charges because of the “devastating impact” it would have on local 
businesses. 

Conservative group leader Cllr Vincent Bailey said: “It is deeply 
disappointing that the Labour Party has refused to back our motion 
and kick these flawed proposals for parking charges into touch. This 
is an issue of trust and public confidence in the new administration, 
and Vale residents will be stunned by the change in tone from the new 
leadership. 

“The fact is, these proposals for parking charges would have a 
devastating impact on high streets across the Vale - and in particular 
trade on Barry Island. 

“Vale Conservatives remain committed to fighting the plans and we 
will be working with local traders to ensure that any new strategy for 
parking protects the integrity of local businesses and does not act as a 
tax on residents.” 

Fellow councillor Vince Driscoll said: “What a difference a few 
weeks makes, when you consider how vocal some of the new cabinet 
members were in opposition to these charges. 

“It’s rank hypocrisy for Labour members to vote against this motion. 


g charges in 

vociferously opposed car parkmgxharges in opposition.” 

Local MP Alun Cairns insisted charges would damage the local 
economy, adding: “Four years ago, I campaigned along with residents 
and local businesses against Labour’s attempt to start charging and we 
stand ready to do so again.” 

The current administration is now a coalition of Labour, Llantwit 
First Independent and Vale Independent councillors. 

Vale Council Leader Clh Neil Moore told The GEM he wouldn’t 
rush into any decisions, but wouldn’t duck them either when the time 
came. 

He explained: “I have already made it perfectly clear that the system 
of charging as proposed by the previous administration will not be 
implemented. Indeed, a full review of the policy is already under way 
and will be considered fully in the near future. 

“I accept that we may have to make some charges (as we do now in 
some areas) because it costs money to provide car parking. However, 
the challenge will be to make it sensible, realistic and fair for every¬ 
body and work towards cost neutrality. 

“We also have to look at ways to charge visitors to the county who 
make no other contribution to the council. 

“As I said when I took on the role of leader, this administration is 
not going to rush big decisions. We are not, however, going to duck 
them either. 

“Providing first class public services costs money and with budgets 
continuing to be cut by national government, we have no alternative 
than to look to generate income. 

“Where we do this, we will of course be sensible, and any charges

for services proposed will be realistic. 

“Cllr Bailey knows full well that there is no alternative to working 
in this way. While he may be willing to shirk his responsibilities to 
the community that elected him and see the services that we all value 
so highly be radically reduced or cease altogether, as leader of the 
council, I will not.” 

Cllr Moore added: “It is was also interesting to note that the 
Conservatives are not singing from the same hymn sheet either. On 
the one hand they didn’t want charges at all, whereas others also called 
for charging in some circumstances. They can’t have it both ways.” 

Louis Ross, who runs the Beach Hut Gift Shop and Barrybados on 
Barry Island, has spoken to a number of councillors in recent months 
about proposed charges. 

He said: “I think everyone, including John Thomas (the previous 
Vale Leader), now knows the old administration’s proposals were 
flawed. 

“Personally, I’ve never been against parking charges on Barry Island 
as long as they are fair, realistic and locals are not targeted. 

“I’m happy to give them a chance to put this right. There shouldn’t 
be charges in the winter and there should be two hours free in the 
summer. 

“It is about finding the right balance between local people, the 
traders and visitors.” 

Mr Ross said he had received assurances that there would be proper 
consultation.

New school for Barry Waterfi^ont to open by 2021 


A £7.4 million new primary school will 
be built in Barry Waterfront and is set to 
open in September 2021. 

Ysgol St Baruc Welsh medium primary school 
will move to the new building and extend its 
capacity from 210 places to 420 places, along with 
96 nursery places. 

The new school plans come as the Welsh 
Government aims to have one million Welsh speak¬ 
ers by 2050. 

Currently Welsh Medium primaries in Barry are 
under-subscribed with a total of 295 places availa¬ 
ble, but a council report has said there would need 


to be “significant investment” in Welsh education in 
order for the council to meet Welsh Government’s 
target. 

The report says: “The proposal to increase the 
capacity of Ysgol Sant Baruc provides the council 
with the opportunity to increase the annual number 
of Welsh medium places by 30 while also placing a 
Welsh-medium primary school at the centre of the 
newly established housing development to facilitate 
growth within a new community.” 

A total of 261 people responded to a consultation 
on the plans - and 232 of them backed the move; 
only 25 opposed it. 


The current Ysgol Sant Baruc has no canteen or 
dining facilities and there is no chance of expanding 
the existing school site, a consultation report stated. 

The report said: “Ysgol Sant Baruc comprises a 
main Victorian building and a two classroom block 
built in the 1980s. The school is on a very con¬ 
fined sloping site with no prospect of substantially 
increasing the site to meet 21st Century schools 
standards. 

“The school currently uses the dining facilities 
at the adjacent High Street Primary School as there 
is no catering provision at the school. In addition, 
the classrooms vary in size ranging from a pupil 


capacity of 23 to 30 children. 

“The smaller size classes are too small to accom¬ 
modate the schools admission number of 30 chil¬ 
dren. It is not possible to replace the school with 
a new build at its current location due to restricted 
outside space.” 

Plaid Cymru councillor Ian Johnson, whose ward 
includes the current school site, said: “We are all 
very pleased that the proposal for a new Ysgol Sant 
Baruc on the Waterfront has been agreed by the 
Vale Council, and look forward to its opening in 
Autumn 2021.

THE Rabbit show 
was new in 2018,

The South Wales 
Rabbit Club was estab¬ 
lished in the early 1970s. 
It is one of the many 
rabbit clubs affiliated to 
the governing body, the 
British Rabbit Council 
(BRC). 

The main aim of the 
club is to promote the 
ethical breeding and 
exhibiting of show rab¬ 
bits, to promote rabbit 
welfare and husbandry, 
and to aid and inform 
new rabbit owners with 
their beloved pets. 

We at the club are all 
members of the BRC and 
our rabbits are important 
family members. 

The SWRC meets 
regularly throughout 


the year. We hold two 
shows in Castleton, near 
Cardiff, and also run the 
rabbit section at the Usk 
Agricultural section. 

Anyone who shows 
rabbits must be a full 
BRC member, with the 
rabbits being registered 
to them alone. 

Rabbit breeds are split 
into four sections; Fancy, 
Lops, Fur and Rex. All of 
the breeds have a specifle 
breed standard they have 
to adhere to and each 
standard is marked out 
of 100 points. The judges 
will be looking for the 
rabbit that best matches 
their standard, to secure 
that elusive first prize. 

The judge assesses the 
coat quality, the colour, 
the pattern, the type 
(shape) of the rabbit, and 
the overall presentation 
and condition. The over¬ 
all winner of each of the

Historic day for 
Welsh Medium 
Education in Barry 


RHAG (Rhieni dros 
Addysg Gymraeg) 
has congratulated 
the Vale Council 
on an important 
decision to open 
a Welsh medium 
school as part of the 
Waterfront devel¬ 
opment in Barry. 

This comes as cabi¬ 
net today approved the 
implementation of a 
proposal to increase 
Welsh medium primary 
provision in Barry, by 
increasing the capacity 
of Ysgol Sant Baruc 
from 210 places to 420 
places and transferring 
staff and pupils from the 
existing site to a new 
school built as part of the 
Waterfront development, 
in September 2021. 

Mark Bowen on behalf 
of the Vale of Glamorgan 
RhAG said: “We have 
long campaigned in sup¬ 
port of the proposal to 
move Ysgol Sant Baruc 
to the Waterfront and 
warmly welcome today’s 
Cabinet announcement.

Day centre closure threat 

ST John’s Day Centre on Barry Island, 
which provides a six-day-a-week service 
for up to 14 older people with dementia 
in mid and eastern Vale of Glamorgan, 
could stop its service as the council looks 
to save money. 

The council is considering transferring the ser¬ 
vices at St John’s to Rondel House in Barry, which 
currently caters for 25 older people and people with 
dementia.lt is estimated the council would save 
£50,000 by transferring the services from St John’s. 

A council report said: “The Rondel House build¬ 
ing has recently been refurbished and offers a 
pleasant and functional space for over 40 people 
per day. Additionally, the building could be used 
to support local community groups in the evenings 
and weekends. 

“The facility at St Johns’ Church on Barry Island 
does not have the space or facility for the increased 
numbers that a single day centre would require.” 

A consultation at both day centres will be launched 
by the council. The new service at Rondel House 
would be either run by the council’s adult services or 
the Carer’s Trust, the current operator of St John’s.

Growth in equity 
release market 


THERE was strong 
growth in lending 
by equity release 
firms and other 
specialist mortgage 
lenders last year, 
as the demand for 
later life borrowing 
increases, according 
to trade association 
UK Finance. 

In a blog on its 
website, it said gross 
mortgage lending 
totalled £268 billion last 
year, up 3% on 2017. 

Patterns of borrower 
incomes have become 
more complicated, it 
said, partly driven by a 
growth in people being 
self-employed, as well 
as an ageing population 
with more people work¬ 
ing for longer. 

The blog said: “In this 
changing environment, 
lenders who have more 
bespoke, often manual, 
underwriting processes 
are well placed to help 
these customers.” 

UK Finance’s figures 
show lending by equity 
release specialists 
increased by £800 
million between 2017 
and 2018. 

And its figures 


relating to older bor¬ 
rowers show 78,514 
new residential loans 
were made to borrowers 
aged over 55 last year, 
with 42,866 new equity 
release loans made to 
this age group. 

Equity release covers 
a range of products 
which allow people to 
access the equity - or 
money - tied up in their 
home. 

But while an imme¬ 
diate cash boost could 
be useful in some situa¬ 
tions, there are important 
longer-term factors to 
consider. 

For example, borrow¬ 
ers may find they might 
not be able to rely on 
their property for money 
needed in retirement, or 
that they will have less 
than they wanted to pass 
on as an inheritance. 

Borrowers may want 
to take independent 
financial advice when 
weighing up their 
options. 

UK Finance said that, 
in a sign of growing 
competition for borrow¬ 
ers’ business generally, 
70 lenders each provided 
more than £50 million 
of mortgage lending 
to home owners and 


landlords in 2018, up 
from 65 lenders the year 
before. 

Lloyds Banking 
Group remained the 
UK’s biggest mortgage 
lender last year, 
followed by Nationwide 
Building Society in 
second place. 

The blog, written by 
UK Finance analyst 
Callum Bilbe said: 
“Lenders have seen 
a higher demand for 
mortgages from older 
borrowers in the last few 
years, extending their 
maximum age criteria 
and adapting under¬ 
writing for those whose 
income in later life is 
more complex. 

“This has facilitated a 
competitive and expand¬ 
ing mainstream later life 
lending market. 

“This is also evident 
within the equity release 
mortgage market, where 
we continue to see 
strong growth. 

“This is driven in 
part by investment 
from firms in the life 
and pensions space, for 
whom the long-term 
income stream from 
equity release mortgages 
aligns well with their 
liabilities.” 


New life brought to 
area’s oldest pub 


NEW life has been 
breathed into south 
Wales’ oldest pub 
following a three- 
year renovation 
supported by Lloyds 
Bank Commercial 
Banking. 

Dating back to 
the 12th century, the 
former Old House Inn 
in Llangynwyd has 
re-opened as a 120-seat 
wedding venue under the 
ownership of property 
developer and publican 
Steffan Jones.

Theatre - Kinky Boots 
at the WMC, Cardiff 


DAMON Smith reviews the latest releases. This 
week: Dwayne Johnson and Jason Statham flex 
their muscles in (un)friendly rivalry to take down 
Idris Elba’s arch villain in the turbo-charged action 
thriller FAST & FURIOUS: HOBBS & SHAW... 
and birds of a feather fret together in the comput¬ 
er-animated sequel THE ANGRY BIRDS MOVIE 
2 . 

THE ANGRY BIRDS MOVIE 2 (U, 97 mins) Animation/ 
Adventure/Comedy/Drama/Romance. Featuring the voiees of 
Jason Sudeikis, Josh Gad, Danny MeBride, Raehel Bloom, 

Bill Hader, Leslie Jones, Awkwafina, Tiffany Haddish, Peter 
Dinklage. 

Direeted by Thurop Van Orman and John Riee, eomputer-an- 
imated eaper The Angry Birds Movie 2 feathers its nest with an 
aehingly predietable journey of self-diseovery and timely lessons 
about eollaboration and aeeeptanee aeross the eultural divide. 

While the original film, released in 2016, felt like a glossy pro¬ 
motional tool for the puzzle-oriented games ereated by Finnish 
eompany Rovio Entertainment, the sequel has the freedom to 
invent its own stories and eolourful supporting eharaeters. 

It’s disappointing that the sereenwriters don’t seize this 
opportunity and instead rely on obvious visual gags (a flashbaek 
to a Floekbusters video store) to embellish a linear narrative that 
laeks dramatie tension or jeopardy, even when eute birds are 
being pelted with balls of molten lava. 

The seript seldom plays to the strengths of a starry east of 
gifted eomie performers ineluding new arrivals Awkwafina, 
Tiffany Haddish and Leslie Jones, and they respond with muted 
voeal performanees that barely take flight. 

Throwaway interludes involving a trio of fluffy hatehlings 
on the hunt for three wayward eggs are east in the same mould 
as the Minions in Despieable Me and Serat in lee Age, with 
an unexpeetedly dark pay-off involving a slumbering “boa 
eonstruetor”. 

Residents of Bird Island and Pig Island are loeked in a war 
of attrition and pranks.Feathered heroes use a giant slingshot to 
propel a bottle of hot sauce across the sea that separates the two 
communities and their porcine adversaries retaliate by dropping 
hundreds of angry crabs from a flotilla of airships. 

Red (voiced by Jason Sudeikis), speedy livewire Chuck (Josh 




(Bill Hader), and his second-in-command Courtney 
(Awkwafina). 

These frenemies are shocked to discover the existence of 
a third colony, the frozen wasteland of Eagle Island, where 
embittered ruler Zeta (Jones) and her daughter Debbie (Haddish) 
are plotting to overthrow birds and pigs using a steam-powered 
superweapon. 

“We need to put our differences aside and work together,” 
Leonard implores the birds. 

Consequently, Red assembles a crack team for a daring 
mission to Eagle Island, which includes Chuck’s inventor sister 
Silver (Rachel Bloom) and Mighty Eagle (Peter Dinklage), who 
has good reason to fear Zeta’s wrath. 

The Angry Birds Movie 2 is punctuated sparingly with broad 
slapstick like Bomb’s hilarious attempt to sneak unnoticed past 
eagle guards but there are noticeably fewer giggles than the first 
film. 

Visuals are gleefully saturated with retina-straining colour and 
co-directors Van Orman and Rice deliver outlandish set-pieces 
with gusto including a deranged breakdance battle to Harold 
Faltermeyer’s electronic instrumental Axel F and the hunt for a 
security pass that culminates in a hysterically awkward encounter 
at a urinal. 

For once, toilet humour is the height of comic sophistication.

TIME was when a successful 
London show would go out 
on tour and cut a few corners 
but, if the production of Kinky 
Boots at the Wales Millennium 
Centre until August 3 is 
any guide, those days are 
over, writes Philip Irwin. 

It has a strong cast, with Kayi 
Ushe quite brilliant as the flamboyant 
drag queen, Lola. On top of that, 
it features a full blown set, which 
moves from the factory floor to 
the catwalk with great ingenuity.

Lauper’s music sweeps you along, 
going from rousing anthems to high 
energy disco, with a few gentler, more 
reflective ones to change the pace. 

The audience were totally engaged,

It’s 
unquestionably a great evening out. 

Kayi Ushe has a huge range, and 
his final number is a massive, Celine 
Dion type belter - with an ending 
that is full of pathos. But he also has 
to dig into his childhood, and his 
struggle to come to terms with a father 
who could never understand him. 

Joel Jackson-Harper plays Charlie, 
the owner of the struggling shoe fac¬ 
tory who is persuaded to diversify 
into making extravagant kinky boots, 
and has a confident stage presence. He 
worked really well with Kayi, singing 
the tender duet, ‘Not My Father’s Son’. 

Paula Lane, as Lauren, Charlie’s love 
interest, was sparky, witty, moved well 
and handled her songs with panache. 

All in all. Kinky Boots is an uplift¬ 
ing, exuberant and lavishly produced 
evening of music and feel good drama.

Motorbikes to 
travel in two 
Barry bus lanes 


Cowbridge U3A history 
group learn about UK’s 
worst rail disaster 


THE council 
has agreed to let 
motorbikes travel 
in bus lanes on 
the A4050 Port 
Road and A4055 
Cardiff Road for 
12 months. 

Council officers will 
assess the safety of 
the pilot before decid¬ 
ing whether to allow 
motorbikes to use the 
bus lanes permanently. 

The bus lanes 
affected will be on Port 
Road between Barry 
and Culverhouse Cross 
and Cardiff Road from 
Dinas Powys to the 
Merrie Harrier. 

It comes after motor¬ 
cycle groups asked the 
council to allow them 
to use bus lanes - which 
happens in other local 
authorities such as 
Cardiff. 

Council leader Neil 
Moore told a cabinet 


meeting on July 29: 
“I think it’s a sensible 
move. It happens else¬ 
where - it happens in 
Cardiff and other local 
authorities.” 

A council report said: 
“There is some concern 
that the narrow bus 
lanes have substand¬ 
ard widths to safely 
allow motorcycles and 
mopeds to use them. 

“As a consequence, 
appropriate safety 
assessments need to 
be undertaken before a 
decision can be taken 
to permit motorcycles 
to use these lanes on a 
permanent basis.” 

There are currently 
no plans to permit or 
encourage cyclists to 
use the bus lanes along 
Port Road for safety 
reasons due to the bus 
lanes being too narrow, 
the report said. 


BACK in 1915, 
Quintinshill signal 
box in Scotland was 
in a remote location 
(the nearest town 
was Gretna), sited 
to control two pass¬ 
ing loops, one on 
each side of the dou¬ 
ble-track main line 
of the Caledonian 
Railway, which ran 
between Carlisle 
and Glasgow. 

At Cowbridge USA 
History Group reeently, 
in an illustrated talk 
given by member 
Gavin, they learned how 
human error resulted in 
the worst rail erash in 
British history, with at 
least 227 deaths. 

The box was staffed 
by a single signalman 
on a shift system. On 
May 22, 1915 George 
Meakin was the night 
signalman and James 
Tinsley was to work the 
early day shift. The line 
was to be used between 
6.30am and 7am by 
a northbound loeal 


stopping train, a non¬ 
stop London-Glasgow 
express, to be followed 
shortly by a seeond 
express and a troop train 
travelling south, filled 
with Seottish soldiers 
en-route to Gallipoli. An 
added eomplieation was 
that both passing loops 
already eontained goods 
trains. 

Beeause both loops 
were oeeupied, the loeal 
train was shunted onto 
the southbound main 
line to allow for the 
Glasgow-bound express 
to pass through. The 
troop train eollided head 
on with the stationary 
loeal train waiting on 
the line. Just over a 
minute later, the second 
northbound express train 
ploughed into the wreck¬ 
age. Many sleeping sol¬ 
diers were killed, but the 
disaster was made much 
worse by a fire from gas 
was stored in reservoirs 
under the carriages. The 
total casualty list was 
473 dead and injured, 
making this terrible 
crash the worst ever in 


the UK. 

The crash investiga¬ 
tion laid the blame on 
the two signallers who 
were both charged 
with manslaughter and 
found guilty of giving 
a Tine clear’ signal 
on an obstructed track 
and other breaches of 
regulations. Tinsley 
was sentenced to three 
years’ imprisonment 
and Meakin 18 months. 
Both served 12 months, 
after which time they 
were re-employed 
by the Caledonian 
Railway, although not as 
signalmen. 

Perhaps the company 
had been aware of the 
informal and illegal 
practices operated by 
staff, but had taken no 
action to prevent them. 

This was a harrowing 
story of human fallibil¬ 
ity, with terrible conse¬ 
quences, presented in an 
excellent fashion by the 
speaker.

WILLIAM from 
Penarth and District 
Ramblers played 
host to a group of 
walkers beginning 
their walk from 
the active market 
town of Talgarth, 
which lies nestling 
below the Black 
Mountains. 

Setting off and passing 
the old disused asylum 
which later became the 
Mid Wales Hospital they 
entered fields, pausing 
at Rhos Fach Common 
for morning break and 
scrumptious banana cake 
from John R. 

Climbing steeply via 
Rhiw Cwnstab up onto 
Rhos Dirion, they paused 
at the 713m trig point 
to enjoy the stunning 
views of the Wye Valley, 
Hay Bluff, the Black 
Mountain ridgeways 
and the Central Brecon 
Beacons. 

A journey along the 
escarpment led them 
to Twmpa or Lord 
Hereford’s Knob and 
during their lunch break, 
a gentleman walker who 
was stark naked except 
for socks, boots and a 
hat - which he politely 
doffed to greet them, 
passed by. 

Refreshed, they 
descended to the Gospel 
Pass following rough 
sheep tracks to the val¬ 
ley below and on past 
Neuadd Farm into Hay 
Forest. 

Reaching the village 


of Velindre, a steep path 
brought them past Graig 
Wood ,then Bradwys 
Wood and through the 
National Trust’s Park 
Wood for the return to 
their start where, seeking 
out the local butcher’s 
shop, purchases of prized 
Welsh lamb and beef 
were made prior to the 
homeward journey. 

Delightful evening 
sunshine but very humid 
conditions greeted the 
nine walkers who joined 
Joy at Rhoose railway 
station for a local coastal 
walk. 

Setting off and pass¬ 
ing through Fontygary 
Leisure Park, they were 
rewarded with great 
views towards The Leys 
and across the Bristol 
Channel to the misty 
Somerset coastline. 

Carefully descending 
the cliff steps which are 
in need of repair and 
gazing across the salt 
lagoons that fill with high 
tide, and spotting a grey 
heron, they made their 
way to the sea defence 
wall that stretches along 
the coastline to Gileston 
and Limpert Bay. 

Once the site of a thriv¬ 
ing port back in the 16th 
century when Aberthaw 
A-Station opened in 
February 1960, the River 
Thaw had been re-routed 
to its present position and 
at Pleasant Harbour, a 
pretty lake surrounded 
by reed beds and over¬ 
looked by the redundant 
old Timeworks, is situ¬ 
ated on what had been 


marshland. 

Circumnavigating the 
lake through tall reed 
beds they made for the 
shell of the Limeworks, 
operational between 
1888 and 1926. 

Then retracing their 
steps they followed the 
Wales Coast path along 
the clifftop through 
Fontygary Bay before 
turning inland through 
fields and back to their 
start.

Herb crusted 
pulled Welsh lamb 
shoulder 

Ingredients: Shoulder 
Welsh Lamb on the bone 
(can be made with bone¬ 
less shoulder); Handful 
fresh thyme leaves, 
chopped; 1 sprig rose¬ 
mary, chopped; Itbsp 
oil, 1 lemon, zest and 
juice; 4 garlic cloves, 
roughly chopped; Itbsp 
cumin seeds, Itsp fennel 
seeds, l^tsp coarse black 


pepper, Vitsp sea salt; 
100ml water. 

Method: 1. Pre heat 
oven to 160°C/Gas 3-4 
and place the Welsh 
Lamb shoulder in a deep 
roasting tin; 2. Place the 
garlic, seeds, and season¬ 
ing in a pestle and mortar 
and lightly crush. Add 
the oil, zest and juice of 
lemon and fresh herbs;

I was having 
visa problems, but thanks 
to PCB [Pakistan Cricket 
Board], they helped 
me out to get my visa 
quickly. 

“Now I’m here and 
I’m looking forward to 
it.” 

Fakhar has been 
named in the squad for 
the match against Surrey 
on Thursday (July 25) at 
The Kia Oval, where the 
Welsh county have an 
impressive record in T20 
cricket, with six wins and 


a no result in their previ¬ 
ous seven matches there, 
including a run of five 
victories on the bounce. 

A day later, he is 
expected to make his 
home debut at Cardiff 
against Middlesex. 
Despite the first two 
results in this season’s 
competition, he says 
that Glamorgan’s record 
at the Oval is cause for 
optimism. 

“I’ve been following 
Glamorgan and they’re 
playing good cricket, so 
everybody is confident 
that we’ll be good and 
win the game,” he said. 

“I will obviously bat 
in the top order, but I 
haven’t spoken to any¬ 
body yet because I only 
arrived in the morning. 

“First of all, we’re 
focussing on the Surrey 
game and yes, of course, 
we’re also planning for 
the Middlesex game. 
Hopefully it will go very 
well for us.” 

Fakhar will wear shirt 
number 39, which he 
chose himself on arrival 
in Cardiff. 

“I was in the Navy in 
Pakistan in 2007, and my 
room number was 39,” 
he said. “I received three 
or four numbers and was 
told I should choose one 
of them, so that’s the 
number I chose.”

Increase in mental health 
issues for young people in 
Cardiff and the Vale 


THE number of 
young people in 
Cardiff and the 
Vale of Glamorgan 
accessing mental 
health services has 
almost doubled over 
the past year. 

Cardiff and Vale 
University Health Board 
has admitted its child 
and adolescent mental 
health services is strug¬ 
gling to cope with the 
extra demand. In April 
and May this year, 348 
young people were 
referred to mental health 
services while only 177 
were referred during the 
same period in 2018 - a 
rise of 97 per cent. Half 
of users referred were 
assessed within 28 days, 
compared to the Welsh 
Government’s expected 
standard of 80 per cent. 
Steve Curry, chief oper¬ 
ating officer for Cardiff 
and Vale UHB, told a 
health board meeting on 
July 25 that the rise in 
mental health referrals 
had been “extraordinary”. 

A total of 1,927 refer¬ 
rals were received by 
Cardiff and Vale’s child 
and adult primary mental 
health services between 
April and May 2019 - an 
increase of 14 per cent 
on the same period in 


2017/18. 

Professor Sally 
Holland, Children’s 
Commissioner for Wales, 
said much of the sharp 
rise in demand for mental 
health services across the 
developed world is due 
to an increase in aware¬ 
ness and lessening of the 
stigma around mental 
illness. 

She said: “It is not 
clear whether mental 
health problems them¬ 
selves have increased, 
because we do not have 
an up-to-date preva¬ 
lence study for Wales, 
but many people point 
to the pressures of the 
modem world such as the 
increase in high expec¬ 
tations of exam success 
in schools and physical 
appearance through 
social media platforms 
such as Instagram and 
TV programmes like 
‘Love Island’. It is clear 
the emphasis has to be 
on early intervention 
and prevention where 
and when they need it, 
rather than facing long 
waiting lists for clinical 
services.” 

Child and adolescent 
mental health services 
in Cardiff and the Vale 
have recently returned 
to being managed by 
Cardiff and the Vale 


Health Board from Cwm 
Taf health Board. Prof 
Holland said: “I am 
pleased that the health 
board has recognised 
that in the face of such 
high demand they cannot 
continue trying to simply 
fix the system as it is.” 

Simon Jones, head of 
policy at Mind Cymm, 
said young people should 
be involved in the deci¬ 
sion-making around their 
mental health services. 
He said: “One clear place 
to go for help in the first 
place, simple referral 
routes to treatment and 
short waiting times are 
all important to ensure 
young people get the 
help they need when they 
need it. There needs to 
be a wider response and 
greater support at grass¬ 
roots and community 
level too.” 

A spokeswoman for 
the Cardiff and Vale 
UHB said: “Through tar¬ 
geted Welsh Government 
financial support we are 
working with schools, 
local authorities and 
voluntary services to 
improve emotional 
wellbeing resilience for 
young people before 
issues arise.”

COWBRIDGE had 
played and beaten 
Baglan in the first 
match of this season.

Last Saturday, being 
just above Baglan at the 
bottom of the table, the 
team were hopeful of an 
important victory. 

However, a refreshed 
Baglan team, some 
strange behaviour of the 
pitch and the light, pro¬ 
duced a sad defeat.

Is classy Ben heading for the record 
books in a promotion year? 



WHEN a respected 
Llanelli cricketer, 
Vaughan Thomas, 
tweets that he 
considers himself 
lucky to bowl at 
Ben Wright as the 
batsman scored 160 
not out, noting the 
innings was the fin¬ 
est he had ever seen 
in the league, you 
know that it must 
have been some¬ 
thing special. 

It was. 

Ben’s innings had 
many facets, not least 
giving Cowbridge a win¬ 
ning total of 270-7 before 
bowling Llanelli out for 
141 and taking 20 points. 

In a wider context 
than the match itself, 
it marked his second 
consecutive annual tally 
in excess of 1,000 runs. 
Our hero has now scored 
1,006 runs in 14 innings 
at an average of 111 in 
2019. The league record 
is held by West Indian 
Linton Lewis who scored 
1,543 in 1983. 


Folk will tell you that 
it was in the days of the 
‘old’ first division when 
there were overseas 
players aplenty.

An interim record that 
could be in Ben’s sights 
is the 1,388 runs in 1988 
scored by Mark White as 
the highest aggregate in a 
season.

No sym¬ 
pathy. Ben just went 
marching on. 

There were support¬ 
ing knocks from Chris 


Willey, Jack Cropper and 
Brad Evans but it was 
really Ben’s show. It may 
not live in the memory 
as long as events that 
took place on October 
31,1972, but it won’t be 
forgotten quickly either. 

Cowbridge’s bowling 
was not at it’s very best 
but Tom Williams, the 
Llanmihangel larrikin, 
brought control and line 
to the situation and, tak¬ 
ing 4-17, ripped out the 
home middle order. 

There were wickets too 
for Yodhin Punja 3-24 
and one for the ‘mystery 
man’ Owen Scholey. If 
Owen is as difficult to 
read when facing at the 

wicket as he is from 
the pavilion, there will 
be a lot of frustrated 
batsmen up and down 
the land by the time the 
season is over. 

Stradey Park has seen 
lots of quality sport in 
its long history but you 
cannot do much more 
than despair at the lack 
of use made of the cricket 


ground by the archi¬ 
tects of the new houses, 
where once the All 
Blacks were humbled. 
There is no connection 
between the two. How 
easy it would have been 
to have pitch facing front¬ 
ages with trees down the 
long boundary. The look 
of a place defines it and is 
crucial in giving a place 
its character. 

Having failed to 
take advantage of the 
opportunity the site 
offered, these so- called 
professionals built Parc 
Y Scarlets. It a soulless 
tin can. There are dozens 
of these abominations 
all around the country. 
They offer nothing to the 
spectator in terms of the 
‘wow’ factor. You would 
not know when inside if 
you were in Cardiff or 
Cowdenbeath. 

Compare these with 
the best of the modem 
re-building - Thomond 
Park in Limerick and the 
Princess Royal Stand 
at Cheltenham come to 


mind - and you wonder 
how it is that we put up 
with such second rate.
